An Under-18 Curfew

He toen asked if anyone want­ 
ed to move for adoption of the 
ordinance, and Emery made the 
motion.

A jury of six men and six wo­ 
men has ruled against allowing 
Floyd E. Richards of Red Bluff 
a total of $400,000 damages ask­ 
ed in his personal injury law­ 
suit against John Marwick, 
M B and C Lumber Co., and 
F and L Corporation, 
hi handing down their deci­ 
sion after a two day trial in 
Tehama County Superior Court, 
the jury, headed by foreman 
Benjamin Teisseire, said they 
had found toe defendants free 
of negligence and ruled that 
Richards may collect nothing 
from them for his injuries, 
hi addition, they said, he must 
meet all court costs in the 
action. 
Richards claimed in two sep­ 
arate actions of the lawsuit 
which was filed June 22, 1967, 
that Marwick, an M B and C 
employe, had been careless in 
operating a forklift belonging 
to F and L Corporation.

Colbert of G erber. 
As one looks through ohe pages 
and notes the styles and item s 
popular in that era, a sense of 
Am ericana and a different way 
of life com es vividly alive. The 
Wright b ro th ers hadn’t made 
their successful plane flight 
yet, the Panam a Canal w as still 
in the process of being built, 
and Teddy Roosevelt was begin­ 
ning his presidency of the United 
States. 
A Baltic seal collar sold for 
$1.75, or one could get a seal 
jacket 
for 
slightly 
m ore, 
described as 24 inches longw ith 
a sweep of 95 inches. It has been 
a long tim e since these w ere 
available. It brought to mind pic­ 
tures of seal hunting expeditions 
read about in history books and 
how finally a law was passed 
which forbade their slaughter 
when itbecam e apparent that the 
anim als would become extinct if 
the hunting wasn’t controlled. 
Curtain stre tc h e rs—does this 
generation of drip and dry even 
know what they are? T here, urw 
doubtedly, w asn’t a V ictorian 
household which did not own a 
set, whether it was a well-to-do 
family, or poor im m igrant fam i­ 
lies, arriv in g in hordes at that 
tim e, whose outward aim was to 
have clean starched lace cur­ 
tains at the window as a sign of 
affluence.

St. Petersburg, Fla. (A.P)- 
Food by the yard? Pasteurized 
potatoes, flour and meats? In- 
stant crystals, freeze-dried, 
dehydrated and genetically con- 
trolled foods? What's going to 
be cooking in the kitchen of to- 
morrow? 
What this world needs, says 
scientists and economists, is 
not a good five-cent cigar but 
food, food, food! When a coun- 
try grows in population 3 per 
cent each year its population 
increases 18 times in a genera- 
tion. Between now and 1980 the 
world's food demands will in- 
crease by 80 per cent. This 
type of arithmetic is frighten- 
ing. 


In the United States, govern- 


ment and industry have com- 
bined forces to research the 
problem. Pilot plants are study- 
ing new techniques of food pro- 
cessing and preservation. Food 
companies have put their scien- 
tists to work at spinning food by 
the yard from vegetable pro- 
tein, freeze-drying the results 
for compact shipment and stor- 
age, and developing new pack- 
aging for faster transportation.

Boating Is Fun, But Requires Care 


In one Fourth of July tragedy, seven children and the man who 
was giving them an outboard motorboat ride drowned when the 
boat overturned as It headed back toward the shore where the vic­ 
tim s' families were picnicking. A little girl was the sole survivor. 


This sad episode serves as an urgent reminder that the wonder­ 
ful sport of boating, especially in this era of high-powered motors, 
can be hazardous. Unless safety rules are obeyed, an outing on 
the water may have a tragic outcome. 


We make no judgment as to precisely what brought on the acci­ 
dent mentioned above; news accounts included too few details to 
permit that. The story did say that the boat involved was a mere 
12-footer. Suppose there had been fewer children aboard: would 
it have capsized as readily? And suppose its passengers had been 
wearing life jackets; would all but one have drowned when the craft 
rolled over on a turn ? 


Those are two basic rules: Wear life jackets, and don’t over­ 
load. There are others that come to mind as one sees pleasure 
boats cruising on Lake Red Bluff and up our Sacramento River. 
Boating is great fun, but it can be dangerous, too. Abiding by a few 
simple rules can markedly reduce the dangers.

REMINISCENT 
OF 
PAST NIXON TECHNIQUE 
w ASHING TON — Passage of 
laws for the American people 
sometimes turns on very little 
things. The other day the pas­ 
sage of a gun control bill turned 
on the fact that three Senators 
were not willing to spend a few 
extra minutes in the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee. The gun 
control bill lost. 
The Judiciary Committee was 
considering 
the Tydings 
gun 
control bill, which has the back- 
ing of men such as Sen. Mike 
Mansfield 
of Montana but the 
bitter opposition of the Na­ 
tional Rifle Association. It pro­ 
vides that each state shall be 
given time to work out its own 
gun registration system before 
the federal government steps in. 
President 
Johnson 
favors a 
stronger bill requiring federal 
registration from the start. 
Sponsoring 
the 
form er bill 
along with Tydings were Sens. 
George Sm athers, D -Fla., and 
Hugh Scott, R -Pa. Also strong­ 
ly backing the bill was Sen. 
T e d d y 
Kennedy, 
D-M ass., 
brother of the two men who were 
victims of assassin s’ bullets. 
The Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee is strongly stacked with 
Southern fundamentalists and 
Republican vocalists for the 
gun lobby. They range from 
Big Jim Eastland of M issis­ 
sippi to John McClellan of A r­ 
kansas and Sam Ervin of North 
Carolina, among the Southern 
fundamentalists, 
to 
Roman 
Hruska of Nebraska, the rootin’, 
tootin’ spokesman for the Na­ 
tional Rifle Association who has 
been doing his best to delay any 
legislation. He figures that the 
longer the delay, the more the 
assassination of Bobby Kennedy 
in Los Angeles will be forgotten. 
In between, there are Quentin 
Burdick of North Dakota, the 
quiet spokesman for prairie 
pheasant gam hunters, and Ed 
Long of M issouri, who has a 
hard time making up his mind 
cm gun control. 
When gun control was debated 
in the Judiciary Committee the 
other day, all these anti-control 


men were present. But three 
backers of the bill were not. 
Sen. Tydings argued eloquent­ 
ly. He also used the telephone. 
Frantically he called two co­ 
sponsors of the bill, Smathers 
of Florida and Scott of Penn­ 
sylvania. They said they would 
come for the vote. But some­ 
how or other they never a r ­ 
rived. 
Tydings also called Ted Ken­ 
nedy, a member of the com­ 
mittee, who was passionately, 
tragically 
interested In gun 
control. Teddy wanted to be told 
a few minutes before the Ju­ 
diciary Committee vote so he 
could get there at the last 
minute. But he never arrived. 
The gun control bill, which it 
was hoped 
would 
discourage 
more assassinations such as 
those of President Kennedy, 
Sen. Robert Kennedy, and M ar­ 
tin Luther King, was stymied in 
committee by a 7 to 5 vote. If 
the three Senators who favored 
the legislation had taken the 
trouble to be present, the vote 
would have been the other way 
around. 
Another vote is due in the 
Judiciary Committee this week. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the three Senators this 
time are present. 


TELEPHONE HATE TACTICS 
This column may have been 
too optimistic when we report­ 
ed on July 4 that the old era of 
Joe McCarthyism was no more. 
Almost before that column was 
published, a telephone barrage, 
sim ilar 
to that 
operated by 
Richard Nixon’s campaign man­

chances are more than 300 to 
one th a t the next time a six- 
year-old girl will be admitted 
to a hospital will be when she 
is about to give birth to her 
first child. Does this highlight 
the importance of maintaining 
the security of the child and 
avoiding giving her the feeling 
that she has been forsaken by 
her parents when she needed 
them most? 
Hospital administrators who 
live in a very practical world 
without a real understanding 
of the deep-seated needs of 
patients, are coming around to 
this way of thinking because 
of a strictly financial interest. 
They have learned that the 
need of nursing care for a 
child whose tonsils have been 
removed is reduced by 90% 
when the m o t h e r sits, or 
sleeps in the same room over- 
n i g h t w i t h her child. The 
cliche that c h i l d r e n alone, 
without their parents, “play 
with the other children’’ is one, 
big, fat lie. Twenty-five years 
of surgery on thousands of 
children has made me come 
to the single, firm conclusion 
that the only thing children 
want after an operation is the 
feel and smell of their mother 
and father. Toys, television, 
books, and other children are 
strictly “for the birds,” and 
I am sure they, too, would not 
want to be alone after a sur­ 
gical experience. 
When a child is in the hos­ 
pital for a long stay, it is un­ 
derstandable that parents can­ 
not be with them all the time. 
Parents should be allowed to 
come and go at any hour of 
the day or night, as long as 
they dc not disturb other pa­ 
tients. Psychologists make the 
brilliant suggestion that leav­ 
ing a glove, a pocketbook, or 
eye glasses in the crib of a 
child too young to understand 
the reason for a parent’s de­ 
parture, gives them the feeling 
that “Mama will return.” 
Once before, I told of the 
child who was asked by the 
nurse, “W hat do you w ant 
Mommy to bring you?” W ith 
the wisdom of the sages, the 
five - year - old said, “I w ant 
Mommy to bring me home.” 
That’s where security lies.

Use of credit cards is so 
widespread 
nowadays 
that 
some predict Am ericans will 
soon give up using money. In­ 
stead, every­ 
one w ill have 
his own cred­ 
it card. 
M ean w h ile 
the law m ust 
protect credit 
card 
owners 
and companies. Use of lost 
credit cards by finders and 
thieves, for example, has caus­ 
ed some great losses. If you 
lose your credit card, you must 
notify the company right away. 
Failure to do so may make you 
responsible for purchases by a 
finder or a thief. 
A series of recent California 
laws calls for stiff penalties for 
the misuse of credit cards. An 
applicant who gets a card by 
using a false name, or who 
later shows that he never in­ 
tended to m ake payment, is 
guilty of theft by false p re­ 
tenses. And one who gives false 
credit inform ation in applying 
for a credit card commits a 
misdemeanor, even if the card 
is never issued. 
A person who uses another’s 
credit card by pretending to be 
the real owner is guilty of false 
im personation, which is a fel­ 
ony. 
Using credit cards falsely to 
obtain property worth more 


than $200 in any consecutive 
six-month period is a felony, 
punishable by a term in the 
state prison and loss of other 
rights. 
W here merchandise less than 
$200 is involved, the crime is a 
misdemeanor, which means a 
county jail term of up to six 
months, plus a fine. 
In a recent case a thief stole 
a credit card issued in another 
state. He came to California 
and tried to use the card. In 
court he claimed the stiff Cali­ 
fornia laws did not apply, since 
he acquired the card outside 
this state. But the court upheld 
his felony conviction: Since he 
used the card in California the 
law of California applied, no 
m atter where the card was is­ 
sued, nor where he stole it. 
Credit card companies may 
cancel a card because the hold­ 
er’s credit is bad, or for other 
reasons. After notice that the 
card has been cancelled, con­ 
tinued use is a crime. 
Several 
special 
laws deal 
w ith “innkeepers.” Any person 
who obtains food or accommo­ 
dations at a hotel, inn, restaur­ 
ant, boarding house, lodging 
house, apartm ent m otel or auto 
camp, and then fails to pay, 
w ith the intent to defraud, 
commits 
a 
crime. 
Leaving 
w ithout paying or offering to 
pay is “prima facie” evidence 
of an intent to defraud.

ing of the old landmark will 
be like the passing of an old 
friend. 
A general survey of the fisher­ 
men’s luck over the past week­ 
end reveals that no less than 
40 limit-catches of trout came 
into Red Bluff during the three 
days.

POLITICAL NOTES 
HONOLULU — Hawaii’s Re­ 
publicans are atwitter over the 
impending arrival of Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller, who is here 
to woo the Republican delegates 
to the Convention. It is the first 
time, according to one obser­ 
ver, that anyone seeking the 
Presidency has traveled all the 
way to Hawaii to seek support, 
and that, of course, is an in­ 
gratiating thing for Mr. Nelson 
Rockefeller to do. On the other 
hand, he is not likely to meet 
with very much success. Sena­ 
tor Fong, the leading Republi­ 
can, is pledged to Nixon. The 
state is otherwise pretty much 
Democratic. Still, Mr.Rockefel­ 
ler is due to entertain munifi­ 
cently at breakfast, and make 
his pitch. My advice to one in­ 
vited guest was; Order caviar, 
and then say No. 
In anticipation of the Gover­ 
nor’s arrival, a full-page ad­ 
vertisement saying the usual 
things and portraying the Gov­ 
ernor’s face larger than life- 
size appeared, but has not, so 
far as one can judge, conquer­ 
ed. A few stickers crop up on 
Waikiki Beach and elsewhere 
reading: “ Rocky!” That excla­ 
mation point, clearly the work of 
the highest-priced profession­ 
als at Madison A venue, probab­ 
ly cost the Rockefeller people 
a 
hundred 
thou. 
Compare 
“ R ocky!” 
with just 
plain 
“ Rocky” and you will under­ 
stand the importance of pro­ 
fessionalism. For instance, one 
wouldn’t want, say, 
“ Rocky. 
Ugh.” 
On 
the o t h e r hand, 
“ Rocky! 
A-ah!” 
might 
be 
slightly overdoing it. You have 
to give these matters a lot 
of thought before you come out 
s u f f i c i e n t l y admiring 
the 
craftsmanship of the social en­ 
gineers. 
And then a long story in the 
Honolulu Advertiser, a report 
by Mr. Louis H arris, to the ef­ 
fect that Nixon Can’t Win. The 
NCW 
newswire is working 
overtime these days, and has got 
itself 
a lot of clients. Its 
services are regularly receiv­ 
ed by, for instance, my e s­ 
teemed friends M essrs. Evans 
and Novak, who have recover­ 
ed their bounce in the couple 
of weeks that have gone by since 
they announced that Max Raffer­ 
ty couldn't win. Today’s NCW 
newswire coming in through 
Mr. Louis H arris is very subtle, 
because not once, mind you not 
once, is the name of Nelson 
Rockefeller mentioned. 
That takes a lot of self-disci­ 


pline, for an analysis the pur­ 
pose of which is to show that 
Richard Nixon can’t win the 
e l e c t i o n , 
which means that 
Somebody else! 
can win. It 
isn’t as though the purpose of 
the NCW dispatch were to say 
that NO Republican can win the 
election . . . 
If that were so, 
there would hardly be any point 
in making the analysis: indeed, 
there would hardly be any point 
in holding a national election. 
On this occasion, Mr. Harris 
points out that Nixon is less 
popular than the Democratic 
candidates among: older people, 
older middle age people, low­ 
er middle age people, young 
people, children, city people, 
suburban people, ex-urban peo­ 
ple, and country people. 


The analysis is strange in only 
one respect. (In other respects 
it is perfectly routine. After 
all, the United States has half 
again as many Democrats in it 
as Republicans, so that the odds 
are always against the Republi­ 
can.) Mr. H arris goes on and 
on about the special threat to 
Nixon from the George Wallace 
vote, which vote is stronger ia 
the South than the Nixcn vote. 
But there are no complementary 
references to the increase in the 
Wallace vole in the event that 
Rockefeller were the nominee. 
True, Rockefeller is stronger 
in the cities than Nixon is. But 
many city-dwellers who would 
go for Nixon would presumab­ 
ly go for Wallace rather than 
vote 
for Rocky!, and this is a 
significant datum, that plus the 
obvious indeed certain loss of 
the South. Mr. Nixon would very 
likely lose the South, but nc* 
necessarily. It is impossible to 
predict the result of a campaign 
in the South waged in behalf of 
Nixon by, say, Barry Goldwat- 
er, Strom Thurmond, John To­ 
wer, and Claude Kirk. 


So it goes. There is a rumor 
that if Mr. Rockefeller does 
not make substantial progress 
in the next week or two, he will 
withdraw from the race. I judge 
that improbable. But the big 
question is not, Will he with­ 
draw now, or wait to be beat­ 
en in Miami, but; How will 
he behave when he withdraws? 
If he withdraws and leaves the 
impression that he will not be­ 
stir himself for Richard Nixon, 
then 
the 
NCW 
newswire 
will have some very hot copy to 
pass along. Nixon needs Rocke­ 
feller to win, even as Rockefel­ 
ler would have needed Nixon to 
win.

Father Sentenced To 
Five Days In Jail 


Alonzo Riddle, a father of 
four who is charged with failing 
to make child support payments 
to his wife, has been sentenced 
to five days in jail and fined 
$250 by Superior Court Judge

Judge Wetter said yesterday 


that Riddle had failed to pay 
support ordered at Riddle's last 
appearance in court on June 10. 
At that time the sentenced im- 
posed yesterday had been held 
up pending Riddle's actions to- 
ward his responsibilities. 


The defendant claimed he had 
worked only one week since June 
10 and that was the reason he 
gave for paying only $60 to his 
family. 
"I'm getting awfully tired of 
listening to all the alibis," 
Judge Wetter said, "and then 
the minute your situation is 
jeopardized, you can come up 
up with the money instantly. 


Well, you can just borrow some 
money and feed your kids." 


In noting that Riddle had been 
first called in on the matter in 
December of 1967, Judge Wet- 
ter said he was fined $240 then 
and again in January. In April 
he was again ordered to appear 
in court, which he failed to do 
on May 13. A bench warrant 
was issued at that time and Rid- 
dle was in court May 27. 


Then the matter was contin- 
ued until June 10 to allow the 
defendant time to catch up with 
some of his backed up obliga- 
tion. 


According to attorney Richard 


S. Pugh, Riddle has paid S60 in 
that time and, Pugh said, "im- 
prisonment is the only alterna-

Food by the yard? Pasteurized 
potatoes, flour and meats? In­ 
stant 
crystals, freeze-dried, 
dehydrated and genetically con­ 
trolled foods? What’s going to 
be cooking in the kitchen of to­ 
morrow? 
What this world needs, says 
scientists and economists, is 
not a good five-cent cigar but 
food, food, food! When a coun­ 
try grows in population 3 per 
cent each year its population 
increases 18 tim es in a genera­ 
tion. Between now and 1980 the 
world’s food demands will in­ 
crease by 80 per cent. 
This 
type of arithmetic is frighten­ 
ing. 
In the United States, govern­ 
ment and industry have com­ 
bined forces to research the 
problem. Pilot plants are study­ 
ing new techniques of food pro­ 
cessing and preservation. Food 
companies have put their scien­ 
tists to work at spinning food by 
the yard from vegetable pro­ 
tein, freeze-drying the results 
for compact shipment and sto r­ 
age, and developing new pack­ 
aging for faster transportation. 
Many exciting new food pro­ 
cesses 
and products already 
have been developed. 
Today 
homemakers can buy bacon bits 
which aren’t bacon, eat shrimp 
in the form of steaks, try non- 
dairy cream which is imitation 
and reconstitute freeze-dried 
herbs and vegetables for soups. 
It won’t be long before Mrs. 
Homemaker can buy textured 
steaks or fish; fruit vegetables 
or cereal products pasteurized 
with ionizing energy irridiated 
to prevent spoilage, food en­ 
riched so a sm all amount sup­ 
plies many of the daily nutri­ 
tional requirem ents. 
What else will tomorrow bring 
in the way of food?

Father Sentenced To 
Five Days In Jail 


Alonzo Riddle, a father of 
four who is charged with failing 
to make child support payments 
to his wife, has been sentenced 
to five days in jail and fined 
$250 by Superior Court Judge 
Curtiss E. W etter. 
Judge W etter said yesterday 
that Riddle had failed to pay 
support ordered at Riddle’s Iasi 
appearance in court on June 10. 
At that time the sentenced im ­ 
posed yesterday had been held 
up pending Riddle’s actions to­ 
ward his responsibilities. 


The defendant claimed he had 
worked only one week since June 
10 and that was the reason he 
gave for paying only $60 to his 
family.

In April 
he was again ordered to appear 
in court, which he failed to do 
on May 13. A bench warrant 
was issued at that time and Rid­ 
dle was in court May 27. 
Then the m atter was contin­ 
ued until June 10 to allow the 
defendant time to catch up with 
some of his backed up obliga­ 
tion. 
According to attorney Richard 
S. Pugh, Riddle has paid $60 in 
that time and, Pugh said, “ im ­ 
prisonment is the only alterna­ 
tive.”

Boating Is Fun, But Requires Care 


In one Fourth of July tragedy, seven children and the man who 


was giving them an outboard motorboat ride drowned when the 
boat overturned as it headed back toward the shore where the vic- 
tims' families were picnicking. A little girl was the sole survivor. 


This sad episode serves as an urgent reminder that the wonder- 


ful sport of boating, especially in this era of high-powered motors, 
can be hazardous. Unless safety rules are obeyed, an outing on 
the water may have a tragic outcome. 


We make no judgment as to precisely what brought on the acci- 


dent mentioned above; news accounts included too few details to 
permit that. The story did say that the boat involved was a mere 
12-footer. Suppose there had been fewer children aboard; would 
it have capsized as readily ? And suppose its passengers had been 
wearing life jackets: would all but one have drowned when the craft 
rolled over on a turn? 


Those are two basic rules; Wear life jackets, and don't over- 


load. There are others that come to mind as one sees pleasure 
boats cruising on Lake Red Bluff and up our Sacramento River. 
Boating is great fun, but it can be dangerous, too. Abiding by a few 
simple rules can markedly reduce the dangers.

Children In Hospitals 


Dr. Coleman 


IT HAS taken hospital ad- 


ministrators many years to 
catch up with the knowledge 
of psychiatrists, psychologists, 
and sociologists. Hospitals fi- 
nally seem to be conceding to 
this relentless pressure and 
the will of parents who insist 
that they want to stay over- 


n i g h t w i t h 
their children 
on whom sur- 
gery is plan- 
ned. 


It is a re- 


markable phe- 
nomenon, well 
known to so- 
ciologists, that 
p o o r , under- 
privileged peo- 


p 1 e in developing countries 
simply refuse to leave their 
children alone at a time when 
the child needs them most. 
People in higher intellectual 
ar.d financial levels seem, to be 
afraid to stand up to hospital 
administrators and to doctors 
who insist that "The child is 
better off without the parent." 


Children up to the age of 


six, for example, have been 
completely protected and made 
secure by the limitations im- 
posed on them by their par- 
ents. 
"Wear 
this." 
"Cover 


yourself." "Don't c r o s s the 
streets." "Don't stand near the 
window." "Wear 
your rub- 


bers," and a thousand modi- 
fications of these instructions 
of love allow a child to believe 
he can depend on his parents 
for security and protection. 


Now comes his first hos- 


pital experience for the re- 
moval of his tonsils, the repair 
of a hernia, an appendectomy, 
or perhaps surgery for cross- 
eyes. Parents who have sur- 
rounded 
children with con- 


stant devotion are too often 
"conned" into leaving- their 
children alone, thus seeming 
to abandon them at the time 
they are needed most. 


Dr. Bertram Gosliner, a New 


York psychoanalyst, astutely 
said, "The child who is better 
off without his parents at this 
time, may always be better 
off without his parents." He 
added, "For, of all times in a 
child's life, this is the one 
time that a child ne<»<Js his 
parents most." 


This becomes more appar- 


ent when one realizes that the 


men were present. But three 
backers of the bill were not. 
Sen. Tydings argued eloquent- 
ly. He also used the telephone. 
Frantically he called two co- 
sponsors of the bill, Smathers 
of Florida and Scott of Penn- 
sylvania. They said they woulc* 
come for the vote. But some- 
how or other they never ar- 
rived. 
Tydings also called Ted Ken- 
nedy, a member of the com- 
mittee, who was passionately, 
tragically 
interested in gun 


control. Teddy wanted to be told 
a few minutes before the Ju- 
diciary Committee vote so he 
could get there at the last 
minute. But he never arrived. 
The gun control bill, which it 


was hoped 
would discourage 


more assassinations such as 
those of President Kennedy, 
Sen. Robert Kennedy, and Mar- 
tin Luther King, was stymied in 
committee by a 7 to 5 votp. If 
the three Senators who favored 
the legislation had taken the 
trouble to be present, the vote 
would have been the other way 
around. 
Another vote is due in the 
Judiciary Committee this week. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the three Senators this 
time are present. 


TELEPHONE HATE TACTICS 


This column may have been 


too optimistic when we report- 
ed on July 4 that the old era of 
Joe McCarthyism was no more. 
Almost before that column was 
published, a telephone barrage, 
similar 
to that operated by 


Richard Nixon's campaign man- 
agers when he first defeated 
Rep.

Toys, television, 
books, and other children are 
strictly "fcr the birds," and 
I am sure they, too, would not 
want to be alone after a sur- 
gical experience. 


When a child is in the hos- 


pital for a long stay, it is un- 
derstandable that parents can- 
not be with them all the time. 
Parents should be allowed to 
come and go at any hour of 
the day or night, as long1 as 
they dc not disturb other pa- 
tients. Psychologists make the 
brilliant suggestion that leav- 
ing a glove, a pocketbook, or 
eye glasses in the crib of a. 
child too young to understand 
the reason for a parent's de- 
parture, gives them the feeling: 
that "Mama will return." 


Once before, I told of the 


child who was asked by the 
nurse, "What do you want 
Mommy to bring' you 7" With 
the wisdom of the sages, the 
five - year - old said, "I want 
Mommy to bring me home." 
That's where security lies.

Use of credit cards is so 


widespread 
nowadays 
that 


some predict Americans will 
soon give up using money. In- 
stead, every- 
one will have 
his own cred- 
it card. 


Meanwhile 


the law must 
protect credit 
card 
owners 


and companies. Use of lost 
credit cards by finders and 
thieves, for example, has caus- 
ed some great losses. If you 
lose your credit card, you must 
notify the company right away. 
Failure to do so may make you 
responsible for purchases by a 
finder or a thief. 


A series of recent California 


laws calls for stiff penalties for 
the misuse of credit cards. An 
applicant who gets a card by 
using a false name, or who 
later shows that he never in- 
tended to make payment, is 
guilty of theft by false pre- 
lenses. And one who gives false 
credit information in applying 
for a credit card commits a 
misdemeanor, even if the card 
is never issued. 


A person who uses another's 


credit card by pretending to be 
the real owner is guilty of false 
impersonation, which is a fel- 
ony. 


Using credit cards falsely to 


obtain property worth more 


than $200 in any consecutive 
six-month period is a felony, 
punishable by a term in the 
state prison and loss of other 
rights. 


Where merchandise less than 


$200 is involved, the crime is a 
misdemeanor, which means a 
county jail term of up to six 
months, plus a fine. 


In a recent case a thief stole 


a credit card issued in another 
state. He came to California 
and tried to use the card. In 
court he claimed the stiff Cali- 
fornia laws did not apply, since 
he acquired the card outside 
this state. But the court upheld 
his felony conviction: Since he 
used the fs.rd in California the 
law of California applied, no 
matter where the card was is- 
sued, nor where he stole it. 


Credit card companies may 


cancel a card because the hold- 
er's credit is bad or for other 
reasons. Alter notice that the 
card has been cancelled, con- 
tinued use is a crime. 


Several 
special laws deal 


with "innkeepers." Any person 
who obtains food or accommo- 
dations at a hotel, inn, restaur- 
ant, boarding house, lodging 
house, apartment motel or auto 
camp, and than fails to pay, 
with the intent to defraud, 
commits 
a 
crime. 
Leaving 


without paying or offering to 
pay is "nrima facie" evidence 
of an intent to defraud.

On this occasion, Mr. Harris 
points 011 that Nixon is less 
popular than the Democratic 
candidates among: older peoplo, 
older middle age people, low- 
er middle age people, young 
people, children, city people, 
suburban people, ex-urbanpeo- 
pie, and country people. 
The analysis is strange in only 
one respect. (In other respects 
it is perfectly routine. After 
all, the United States has half 
again as many Democrats in it 
as Republicans, so that the odds 
are always against the Republi- 
can.) Mr. Harris goes on and 
on about the special threat to 
Nixon from the George Wallace 
vote, which vote is stronger It 
the South than the Nixon vote.

Boating Is Fun, But Requires Care 


In one Fourth of July tragedy, seven children and the man who 
was giving them an outboard motorboat ride drowned when the 
boat overturned as it headed back toward the shore where the vic­ 
tims* families were picnicking. A little girl was the sole survivor. 


This sad episode serves as an urgent reminder that the wonder­ 
ful sport of boating, especially in this era of high-powered motors, 
can be hazardous. Unless safety rules are obeyed, an outing on 
the water may have a tragic outcome. 


We make no judgment as to precisely what brought on the acci­ 
dent mentioned above; news accounts included too few details to 
permit that. The story did say that the boat involved was a mere 
12-footer. Suppose there had been fewer children aboard: would 
it have capsized as readily ? And suppose its passengers had been 
wearing life jackets: would all but one have drowned when the craft 
rolled over on a turn ? 


VITRIOL BARRAGE AGAINST 
FORTAS 
REMINISCENT 
OF 
PAST NIXON TECHNIQUE 
’WASHINGTON — Passage of 
laws for the American people 
sometimes turns on very little 
things. The other day the pas­ 
sage of a gun control bill turned 
on the fact that three Senators 
were not willing to spend a few 
extra minutes in the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee. The gun 
control bill lost. 
The Judiciary Committee was 
considering 
the Tydings 
gun 
control bill, which has the back­ 
ing of men such as Sen. Mike 
Mansfield 
of Montana but the 
bitter opposition of the Na­ 
tional Rille Association. It pro­ 
vides that each state shall be 
given time to work out its own 
gun registration system before 
the federal government steps in. 
President 
Johnson 
favors a 
stronger bill requiring federal 
registration from the start. 
Sponsoring 
the 
form er bill 
along with Tydings were Sens. 
George Sm athers, D -Fla., and 
Hugh Scott, R -Pa. Also strong­ 
ly backing the bill was Sen. 
T e d d y 
Kennedy, 
D-M ass., 
brother oí the two men who were 
victims of assassin s’ bullets. 
The Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee is strongly stacked with 
Southern fundamentalists and 
Republican vocalists for the 
gun lobby. They range from 
Big Jim Eastland of M issis­ 
sippi to John McClellan of A r­ 
kansas and Sam Ervin of North 
Carolina, among the Southern 
fundamentalists, 
to 
Roman 
Hruska of Nebraska, the rootin’, 
tootin’ spokesman for the Na­ 
tional Rifle Association who has 
been doing his best to delay any 
legislation. He figures that the 
longer the delay, the m ore the 
assassination of Bobby Kennedy 
in Los Angeles will be forgotten. 
In between, there are Quentin 
Burdick of North Dakota, the 
quiet spokesman for prairie 
pheasant gam hunters, and Ed 
Long of M issouri, who has a 
hard time making up his mind 
on gun control. 
When gun control was debated 
in the Judiciary Committee the 
other day, all these anti-control 


men were present. But three 
backers of the bill were not. 
Sen. Tydings argued eloquent­ 
ly. He also used the telephone. 
Frantically he called two co­ 
sponsors of the bill, Smathers 
of Florida and Scott of Penn­ 
sylvania. They said they would 
come for the vote. But som e­ 
how or other they never a r ­ 
rived. 
Tydings also called Ted Ken­ 
nedy, a member of the com­ 
mittee, who was passionately, 
tragically 
interested in gun 
control. Teddy wanted to be told 
a few minutes before the Ju­ 
diciary Committee vote so he 
could get there at the last 
minute. But he never arrived. 
The gun control bill, which it 
was hoped 
would 
discourage 
more assassinations such as 
those of President Kennedy, 
Sen. Robert Kennedy, and M ar­ 
tin Luther King, was stymied in 
committee by a 7 to 5 vote. If 
the three Senators who favored 
the legislation had taken the 
trouble to be present, the vote 
would have been the other way 
around. 
Another vote is due in the 
Judiciary Committee this week. 
It will be interesting to see 
whether the three Senators this 
time are present. 


TELEPHONE HATE TACTICS 
This column may have been 
too optim istic when we report­ 
ed on July 4 that the old era of 
Joe McCarthyism was no more. 
Almost before that column was 
published, a telephone barrage, 
sim ilar 
to that 
operated by 
Richard Nixon’s campaign man­ 
agers 
when 
he first defeated 
Rep. Jerry Voorhees for Con­ 
gress, was buzzing over the te l­ 
ephone lines in Washington. The 
Nixon technique, used both a - 
gainst Voorhees and later Helen 
Gahagan Douglas, was to charge 
them with being pro-Commun­ 
ist. 
The same technique, coupled 
with anti-Semitism, was used 
this time against Abe Fortas, 
to block his confirmation to the 
Supreme Court. Those who dial­ 
ed 528-4357 listened to a m es­ 
sage from the National Socialist 


White People’s party pouring 
out a stream of anti-Semitic 
hate against Fortas. 
“ In this nation of 150 m il­ 
lion white 
Aryans,” said the 
telephone message, “ it seems 
that Mr. Johnson couldn’t find 
a single qualified person to fill 
that important 
post. Instead 
he dug up this despicable Jew 
with a Red record that sm ells 
to high heaven, and what a re c ­ 
ord it is. Here are some of 
the highlights; 
“ Fortas was for a period a s­ 
sociated with the National Law­ 
yers Guild, a notorious Com­ 
munist front cited by the At­ 
torney General of the United 
States. He was publicly assoc­ 
iated with the known Soviet 
agents Alger 
Hiss and Harry 
Dexter White. 
“ Fortas was instrumental in 
bringing 
about 
the Supreme 
Court school busing decision 
whereby millions of helpless 
white children are delivered 
each school day into the hands 
of young Negro hoodlums and 
rapists in thousands of black­ 
board jungles across the na­ 
tion. It was Abe Fortas who 
cast the decisive fifth vote in 
the infamous Miranda vs A ri­ 
zona decision. 
“ There is too much in the F o r­ 
tas record to list here. If you 
are a white American concern­ 
ed about the growing anti-white 
trend in this country, contact 
the National 
Socialist White 
People’s party. 
“We need your support. This 
has been another in a continu­ 
ing series of white power m es­ 
sages.” 
Nineteen Republican Senators, 
led by Robert Griffin of Michi­ 
gan, are furthering this anti- 
Semitic campaign by organi­ 
zing a filibuster to block F o r- 
tas's confirmation.

ing of the old landmark will 
be like the passing of an old 
friend.

Children In Hospitals 


IT HAS taken hospital ad­ 
m inistrators majny years to 
catch up with the knowledge 
of psychiatrists, psychologists, 
and sociologists. Hospitals fi­ 
nally seem to be conceding to 
this relentless pressure and 
the will of parents who insist 
th a t they want to stay over- 
n i g h t w i t h

children 
on whom sur­ 
gery is plan­ 
ned. 
I t is a re­ 
m arkable phe­ 
nomenon, well 
known to so­ 
ciologists, that 
p o o r , under­ 
privileged peo- 
p 1 e in developing countries 
simply refuse to leave their 
children alone at a tim e when 
the child needs them most. 
People in higher intellectual 
and financial levels seem to be 
afraid to stand up to hospital 
adm inistrators and to doctors 
who insist that “The child is 
better off without the parent." 
Children up to the age of 
six, for example, have been 
completely protected and made 
secure by the lim itations im­ 
posed on them by their par­ 
ents. 
"W ear 
this.” 
"Cover 
yourself." "Don’t c r o s s the 
streets." "Don’t stand near the 
window.” 
"W ear 
your 
rub­ 
bers,” and a thousand modi­ 
fications of these instructions 
of love allow a child to believe 
he can depend on his parents 
for security and protection. 
Now comes his first hos­ 
pital experience for the re­ 
moval of his tonsils, the repair 
of a hernia, an appendectomy, 
or perhaps surgery for cross- 
eyes. Parents who have 
rounded 
children w ith 
stant devotion are too 
"conned” 
into leaving 


sur- 
con- 
often 
their 
children alone, thus seeming 
to abandon them a t the time 
they are needed most. 
Dr. B ertram Gosliner, a New 
York psychoanalyst, astutely 
*aid, "The child who is better 
off w ithout his parents a t this 
time, m ay always be better 
off without his parents.

add ed . "For, of all tim es in a 
c h ild ’s life, this is 
tim e that a child

This becomes m ore appar­ 
ent when one realizes that the

chances are more than 300 to 
one th at the next time a six- 
year-old girl will be admitted 
to a hospital will be when she 
is about to give birth to her 
first child. Does this highlight 
the importance of maintaining 
the security of the child and 
avoiding giving her the feeling 
th at she has been forsaken by 
her parents when she needed 
them most ? 
Hospital adm inistrators who 
live in a very practical world 
without a real understanding 
of the deep-seated needs of 
patients, are coming around to 
this way of thinking because 
of a strictly financial interest. 
They have learned that the 
need of nursing care for a 
child whose tonsils have been 
removed is reduced by 90% 
when the m o t h e r sits, or 
sleeps in the same room over- 
n i g h t w i t h her child. The 
cliche that c h i l d r e n alone, 
without their parents, “play 
with the other children" is one, 
big, fat lie. Twenty-five years 
of surgery on thousands of 
children has made me come 
to the single, firm conclusion 
th at the only thing children 
want after an operation is the 
feel and smell of their mother 
and father. Toys, television, 
books, and other children are 
strictly "for the birds,” and 
I am sure they, too, would not 
want to be alone after a su r­ 
gical experience. 
When a child is in the hos­ 
pital for a long stay, it is un­ 
derstandable th at parents can­ 
not be with them all the time. 
Parents should be allowed to 
come and go a t any hour of 
the day or night, as long as 
they dc not disturb other pa­ 
tients. Psychologists make the 
brilliant suggestion that leav­ 
ing a glove, a pocketbook, or 
eye glasses in the crib of a 
child too young to understand 
the reason for a parent’s de­ 
parture, gives them the feeling 
that "Mama will return." 
Once before, I told of the 
child who was asked by the 
nurse. "W hat do you w ant 
Mommy to bring you?” W ith 
the wisdom of the sages, the 
five - year - old said, "I w ant 
Mommy to bring me home.” 
T hat's where security lies. 


Use of credit cards is so 
widespread 
nowadays 
that 
some predict Americans will 
soon give up using money. In­ 
stead, every­ 
one will have 
his own cred­ 
it card. 
M ean w h ile 
th e law m ust 
protect credit 
card 
owners 
and companies. Use of lost 
credit cards by finders and 
thieves, for example, has caus­ 
ed some great losses. If you 
lose your credit card, you must 
notify the company right away. 
Failure to do so may m ake you 
responsible for purchases by a 
finder or a thief. 
A series of recent California 
laws calls for stiff penalties for 
th e misuse of credit cards. An 
applicant who gets a card by 
using a false name, or who 
later shows that he never in­ 
tended to make payment, is 
guilty of theft by false pre­ 
tenses. And one who gives false 
credit inform ation in applying 
for a credit card commits a 
m isdem eanor, even if the card 
is never issued. 
A person who uses another’s 
credit card by pretending to be 
the real ow ner is guilty of false 
impersonation, which is a fel­ 
ony. 
Using credit cards falsely to 
obtain property worth more 


than $200 in any consecutive 
six-m onth period is a felony, I 
punishable by a term in the 
state prison and loss of other 
rights. 
W here merchandise less than 
$200 is involved, the crime is a 
m isdemeanor, which means a 
county jail term of up to six 
m onths, plus a fine. 
In a recent case a thief stole 
a credit card issued in another 
state. He came to California 
and tried to use the card. In 
court he claimed the stiff C ali­ 
fornia laws did not apply, since 
he acquired the card outside 
this state. But the court upheld 
his felony conviction: Since he 
used the card in California the 
law of California applied, no 
m atter where the card was is­ 
sued, nor where he stole it. 
C redit card companies may 
cancel a card because the hold­ 
er’s credit is bad, or for other 
reasons. After notice that the 
card has been cancelled, con­ 
tinued use is a crime. 
Several 
special laws deal 
w ith “innkeepers.” Any person 
who obtains food or accommo­ 
dations at a hotel, inn, restaur­ 
ant, boarding house, lodging 
house, apartm ent m otel or auto 
camp, and then fails to pay, 
w ith the intent to defraud, 
comm its 
a 
crime. 
Leaving 
w ithout paying or offering to 
pay is “prima facie” evidence 
of an intent to defraud.

POLITICAL NOTES 
HONOLULU — Hawaii’s R e­ 
publicans are at witter over the 
impending arrival of Governor 
Nelson Rockefeller, who is here 
to woo the Republican delegates 
to the Convention. It is the first 
time, according to one obser­ 
ver, that anyone seeking the 
Presidency has traveled all the 
way to Hawaii to seek support, 
and that, of course, is an in­ 
gratiating thing for Mr. Nelson 
Rockefeller to do. On the other 
hand, he is not likely to meet 
with very much success. Sena­ 
tor Fong, the leading Republi­ 
can, is pledged to Nixon. The 
state is otherwise pretty much 
Democratic. Still,M r.Rockefel­ 
ler is due to entertain munifi­ 
cently at breakfast, and make 
his pitch. My advice to cme in­ 
vited guest was: Order caviar, 
and then say No. 
In anticipation of the Gover­ 
nor’s arrival, a full-page ad­ 
vertisement saying the usual 
things and portraying the Gov­ 
ernor’s face larger than life- 
size appeared, but has not, so 
far as one can judge, conquer­ 
ed. A few stickers crop up on 
Waikiki Beach and elsewhere 
reading: “ Rocky!” That excla­ 
mation point, clearly the work of 
the highest-priced profession­ 
als at Madison Avenue, probab­ 
ly cost the Rockefeller people 
a 
hundred 
thou. 
Compare 
“ Ro ck y! ” 
with just 
plain 
“ Rocky” and you will under­ 
stand the importance of pro­ 
fessionalism. For instance, one 
wouldn’t want, say, 
“ Rocky. 
Ugh.” 
On 
the o t h e r hand, 
“ Rocky! 
A-ah!” 
might 
be 
slightly overdoing it. You have 
to give these matters a lot 
of thought before you come out 
s u f f i c i e n t l y admiring 
the 
craftsmanship of the social en­ 
gineers. 
And then a long story in the 
Honolulu Advertiser, a report 
by Mr. Louis Harris, to the ef­ 
fect that Nixon Can’t Win. The 
NCW 
newswire is working 
overtime these days, and has got 
itself 
a lot of clients. Its 
services are regularly receiv­ 
ed by, for instance, my e s­ 
teemed friends M essrs. Evans 
and Novak, who have recover­ 
ed their bounce in the couple 
of weeks that have gone by since 
they announced that Max Raffer­ 
ty couldn’t win. Today’s NCW 
newswire coming in through 
Mr. Louis Harris is very subtle, 
because not once, mind you not 
once, is the name of Nelson 
Rockefeller mentioned. 
That takes a lot of self-disci­ 


pline, for an analysis the pur­ 
pose of which is to show that 
Richard Nixon can’t win the 
e l e c t i o n , 
which means that 
Somebody else! 
can win. it 
isn’t as though the purpose of 
the NCW dispatch were to say 
that NO Republican can win the 
election . . . 
If that were so, 
there would hardly be any point 
in making the analysis: indeed, 
there would hardly be any point 
in holding a national election. 
On this occasion, Mr. Harris 
points out that Nixon is less 
popular than the Democratic 
candidates among: older people, 
older middle age people, low­ 
er middle age people, young 
people, children, city people, 
suburban people, ex-urban peo­ 
ple, and country people. 


The analysis is strange in only 
one respect. (In other respects 
it is perfectly routine. After 
all, the United States has half 
again as many Democrats in lt 
as Republicans, so that the odds 
are always against the Republi­ 
can.) Mr. H arris goes on and 
on about the special threat to 
Nixon from the George Wallace 
vote, which vote is stronger in 
the South than the Nixon vote, 
But there are no complementary 
references to the increase in the 
Wallace voie in the event that 
Rockefeller were the nominee. 
True, Rockefeller is stronger 
in the cities than Nixon is. But 
many city-dwellers who would 
go for Nixon would presumab­ 
ly go for Wallace rather than 
vote 
for Rocky!, and this Is a 
significant datum, that plus the 
obvious indeed certain loss of 
the South. Mr. Nixon would very 
likely lose the South, but net 
necessarily. It is Impossible to 
predict the result of a campaign 
in the South waged in behalf of 
Nixon by, say, Barry Goldwat- 
er, Strom Thurmond, John To­ 
wer, and Claude Kirk. 


So it goes. There is a rumor 
that if Mr. Rockefeller does 
not make substantial progress 
in the next week or two, he will 
withdraw from the race. I judge 
that improbable. But the big 
question is not, Will he with­ 
draw now, or wait to be beat­ 
en in Miami, but: How will 
he behave when he withdraws? 
If he withdraws and leaves the 
impression that he will not be­ 
stir himself for Richard Nixon, 
then 
the 
NCW 
newswire 
will have some very hot copy to 
pass along. Nixon needs Rocke­ 
feller to win, even as Rockefel­ 
ler would have needed Nixon to 
win.

owners in Chicago today. 


Modell's statement came after 


the NFL's Players Association 
said it had failed to resolve its 
disagreement with the owners 
over player pensions. 


The players are seeking addi- 
tional pension funds before the 
1970 deadline desired by the 
owners. 


Both groups met on the out- 
skirts of Chicago Monday but 
reached no conclusion. 


While the owners refused to 
give in to the players, the ques- 
tion of the All-Star Game ar- 
rived. 
Vince Lombard!, general man- 
ager of the Green Bay Packers, 
who as the champions of pro 


football, must meet the College 
All-Stars in Chicago Aug. 2, 
said "the game will have to be 
delayed or canceled" unless the 
Packers have at least three 
weeks to get ready." 
This resulted from an ultima- 


tum by Modell to hold off the 
opening of all pro football camps 
until the present matter is set- 
tled. 


The San Francisco 49erswere 
to open their rookie camp Sun- 
day and the Packers were among 
those scheduled to start work- 
outs Wednesday. 
George Strickler, sports edi-

Constitution, Merit 
Proposals Get Boost 


SACRAMENTO (AP)-Another 
modernization plan for the State 
Constitution and Gov. Reagan's 
“ merit plan” for selecting jud­ 
ges had renewed life today after 
twin votes in the Senate. 
First, the upper house Monday 
reversed its earlier decision 
and voted 27-11 approval for the 
second phase of revising Cali­ 
fornia’s wordy constitution. 
The vote—with only Republi­ 
cans in opposition— was pre­ 
cisely the two -thirds tally need­ 
ed to move the constitutional 


amendment from the 40-mem­ 
ber Senate.

‘Short Tour’ Soldiers 
Soon May Get Out 
Five Months Early 
WASHINGTON (AP) 
- S o l ­ 
diers returning from Vietnam, 
Korea or other “ short-tour” 
overseas areas soon will be eli­ 
gible for up to five months ea r­ 
ly discharge. 
The Army, announcing this 
Friday, said the new policy will 
go into effect Aug. 1. Present 
policy allows early release of up 
to 90 days. 
The Army said “ short-tour” 
areas are those where a man 
serves less than 18 months if 
unaccompanied by 
his family 
and less than 24 if he has his 
family along. 
“ In the past, the majority of 
individuals assigned to units in 
the United States, after their re ­ 
turn from short-tour areas, 
have been with their units for 
too short a time to justify re ­ 
tention on active duty.” 
The regulation, however, will 
not apply to soldiers returning 
to the United States with more 
than five months.

Widows Of Veterans 
Benefit By New Rules

Recent changes in the G.I. 
home loan program should make 
It easier for thousands of un­ 
rem arried widows of veterans 
to get G.I. home loans, announ­ 
ced Gordon R. Elliott, Manager 
of the Veterans Administration 
Northern 
California regional 
office. 
Basic eligibility requirem ents 
are that the widow's husband 
either died on active duty or 
from a service-connected d is­ 
ability, Elliott said, and the vet­ 
eran's 
service 
was 
during 
World War n or after June 
27, 1950. 
A new law permits the Vet­ 
erans Administration to guar­ 
antee home loans up to $12,- 
500 of the loan amount but not 
more than 60 per cent of the 
loan, Elliott explained. 
The higher ceiling on G.L 
loan interest rates that went 
into effect recently should help 
these widows to get a G.L 
loan from a commercial lend­ 
ing institution, he said. 


Many eligible widows had hus­ 
bands who served in World 
War II; under current legisla­ 
tion, they still have more than 
two years to obtain a G.L loan 
-u n til July 25, 1970. 
Entitlement for qualified wi­ 
dows of men who served in the 
Korean Conflict is not sched­ 
uled to expire until January 
31, 1975. 


Unrem arried 
widows whose 
spouses served during the Viet­ 
nam e ra —or any time after Jan­ 
uary 31, 1955—will have their 
eligibility expire: 
(a) 20 years from the date of 
veteran's death in service; (b) 
20 years from the date of the 
veteran's discharge 
or; 
(c) 
March 3, 1976— whichever is 
later.

‘Short Tour’ Soldiers 
Soon May Get Out 
five Months Early 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Sol­ 
diers returning from Vietnam, 
Korea or other “ short-tour” 
overseas areas soon will be eli­ 
gible for up to five months ear­ 
ly discharge. 
The Army, announcing this 
Friday, said the new policy will 
go into effect Aug. 1. Present 
policy allows early release of up 
to 90 days. 
The Army said “ short-tour” 
areas are those where a man 
serves less than 18 months if 
unaccompanied by 
his family 
and less than 24 if he has his 
family along. 
“ In the past, the majority of 
individuals assigned to units in 
the United States, after their re­ 
turn from short-tour areas, 
have been with their units for 
too short a time to Justify re­ 
tention on active duty.”
